TWE CHINA MATL. 


HONGKONG, MONDAY, APRIL 22,1878, 


Tue Harbour Master's Report. has now 
been for several yeara a most satisfactory 
document, One plunge into its somewhat 
appalling array of facts and figures, and 
any doubt as to the progressive state of 
the trade of this Colony may be thrown 
to the winds, The most interesting 
return, if it may be ¢alled a return, laid 
before us by Captain Thomsett is a dia- 
gram oxbibiting the'tonnage entered at 
Here 
we have indicated the. state of trade in 
the Colony for the last deoade—-ao far at 
least a& the amount of tonnage entered is 
“a oriterion—=by the--simple~mearis—of. 
ascending or desoonding linea and mar- 
ginal figures, It may surprise many old 
residents here to learn that the entire 
trade of Hongkong, in both :foreign ves- 
sels and junks, was nearly twice as large 
last year aa ten years ago. According 
to this return, while in 1867 the whole 
of the tonnage entered was only about 
2,560,000 tons, in 1877 it had risen to 
about 4,250,000 tons, Observing in 
detail the facta indicated by this line of the 
diagram—line of entire trade it might 
be called—we find that from 1867 to the 
end of 1869 there was very little altera- 
tion in the amount of trade with. the 
Colony ; from 1869, however, to 1872 
thera was a rapid but regular riso from 
about 2,550,000 tona to about 8,770,000 
tons, From:1872 to 1874 the tonnage 
rapidly went down again: to about 
3,150,000; but since 1874 it has as 
rapidly risen again until, atthe com- 
mencempnt of the present year, it reaches 
a point higher than any it has previously 

ched, namely, 4,250,000 tons. . 

Both the junk tonnage and the foreign 
shipping tonnage have contributed : to 


these satisfactory results; the latter 


more than the former. In 1867 the 
foreign shipping tonnage stood at nearly 
1,200,000 tons, and, after. sinking to 
1,000,000 in the following year, has 
‘since regularly risen, with the exception 
ofa fall in 1874, to rather more than 
double its amount in 1867, namely, 
2,450,000 tons in 1877 against nearly 
1,200,000: ten years’ previoualy. The 
junk trade exhibits far more fluctuation 
during the ten years, and not such a 
large increase, the tonnage of the junks 
entered in 1867 being sbout 1,350,000 
tons against nearly 1,800,000 in 
1877. Even this inorease, however, is 
most surprising in the. face of the 
universal rejection of sail: in favour 
of steam power. Doubtless: the high 
rico of coils and lack of facilities for 
Joading and uploading steamships on the 
coasts of China are the’ main causes of 
this state ‘of affairs, and it remains to. be 
geen whether the opening of coal mines 
in China and Japan, harbour improve- 
ments, erection of light-honses, and the 
acytirement of steam vessels by the

‘Wz regret to hear of the loss of the British 
steamer Haining off.a place called Kooshan, 
near Chefoo, The news reached town on 
the 17th instant, but it was in the nature of 
a private telogram. The Shanghai Courier 
Baysi : 

The 8.8. Ping On arrived to-doy (Lith) 
from Tientain, but further partioulars about 
her collision with the. Haeting in the Peiho 
river, are not forthcoming. ‘We regret to 
say, however, that she brings the report of 
the loss of the steamer Haruing, belonging 
to the China Const 8. N. Co. lt appears 
that on the 14th instant, about 2 p.m, off 
Kooshan, a whistle was heard,, and two 
steamers were seen about 6 miles off, making 
signale, The Ping On bore down to them, 
and found the Haining on a rock, and the 
8.8, Lee Yuen in attendance. Lhe Ping 
On took one European and forty-two Chinese 
to Chefoo, arriving there at 10.20 p.m. the 
same day. On the 15th, at 1 om. H.M,’s 
unboat. Sheldrake leit Chefoo to render 
asaistance to the Haining; and at 7.30 a.m. 
the Ping On having landed the resoued 
persons left for Shanghai. 


The Haining belonged to the China Coast 
Navigation Company and was under the 
command of Captain Hamlin, formerly of 
the. 8. 8, Conguest.. Captain Hamlin has 
had many years experience on the Coast 
between Shanghai and Tientsin, having been 
Chief Officer in the same Company’s steam- 
ers, and his numerous friends will much 
regret to. hear of his misfortune. The 
accident was owing to the dense fogs which 
are very prevalent in that neighbourhood. 
The Haining was nearly a yew vessel, hay- 
ing been built in 1873. She has been almost 
constantly engaged in the Tientsin ‘trade, 
and was a great favorite with foreigners and 
Chinose alike,

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THE HARBOUR-MASTER’S REPORT. 
_ Pho’ following Report.of the Harbour- 
Master for the year 1877 is published in the 
-Governitint Gazette of Saturday last for 
general information :— =~ 


SHIPPING, 

2.—I am this year again able to report 
favourably on the trade of tho Colony. 
The returns show that ia the year 1877, 
2,869. vessels, excluding junks, messuriog 
2,445,756 tons were ontered at this office. 
This is an increase on 1876 of but 2 vessols 
only, but the amount of tonnage shows an 
increaso of 272,820 tons, -This increase 
is partly due to two river steamera having 
been re-mensured in February Jast, when it 
was diacoverad that their tonnage had pre- 
ylotialy not boen correctly calonlated. 

. 8—Of the above number of vessels 
onterlng the port, 2,109 vessels, measuring, 
1,982;128 ‘tons, or 78.6 per cent. of ships 
and 80.96, per cont. of the tonnage, were 
ateamora; and this proportion is divided as 
follows ‘—British, 1,789 veasels and 1;616,- 
76 tons, or 84.88 and 81.54 per cont. T6s- 
peotively ; French, 88 vessels and 159,192 
tons, or 417 and 8.08 per cent. respective 
ly ; German, 84 vozsels and 46,820 tons,-or 
3.98 and 3.37 per cent. respectively: Obi. 
nese 80 vessela and 67,417 tons, or 3.79 
and 3.40 per cont, respeotively ; Spanish, 
41 vessela and 16,178 tons, or 1,94 and 
0.82 por opnt. respectively ; the remaining 
27 vessels and 66,240 tons, or 1.2) and

It was the general opinion, and I shared in 
that view, that tho blockade would have a 
tendency to cheok tho trade and consequent 
prosperity of the Colony ; but, in the face 
of the figures which these returns exhibit, 
and which are caloulated year by year with 
much care, I am unable any longer to sco 
that the effect of the blockade has been s0 
detrimental as it was thought. it would be, 
Grievances which at one tlme were con- 
tinually cropping up have, in great measure, 
coated ; and tho honest trader does not now 
seem to be interfered with more than is 
necessary to protect the Chinese revenue, 
16.—The junk trade was at ita minimum 
in 1867 and 1869.- It then steadily increas 
ed until 1872, after that there was a falling 
off until 1876, and eince the latter year the 
trade has continued to improve. 
17.—Repirts havo reached me of tho 
seizure of smal! boats carrying salt, but on 
inquiry it has been found that these vessels 
have been captured in Chinese waters whilo 
endeavouring to evade the payment of the 
nalt tax. These koats of about 800 piouls 


Ohina.and Formosa, but ohiefly in Native 
bottoms. ‘The trade with Cochin-Ohina 
and with Great Britain has also improved ; 
but between this Port and other parts of 
the world thore is no considerable difference. 

6.—-Tho trade with the Ports of Hoi-how 
in the Island of Hainan, and Pakhol, and 
Haiphong in the Gulf of Tonquin, becoming 
one of importance, a total of 108° vessels 
and 42,166 tons having’ been ‘entorid, and 
119 vesuela’ measuring 46,671 tons cleared 
during the yoat, but this dods not give the 
entire traffic of the recently opdxied Ports, 
as vessels leave here for ‘those places and 
return by way of more Southern Ports in 
order to fill up cargo atid’ passengers, and 
although these vessela may bring ontgo and 
passengors from the new ports, the vessela 
ate eritered at this Office as having arrived 
from the last port of departure which is 
probably Saigon or Bangkok, 

T am‘informed that if the Ohinezo Meroh- 
ants ‘at Pakhoi could depend on steam 
vessola calling at that Port regularly, the 
tradé of the place would incroase. It 
said that the junk owners dombine together 
and will not carry produce for merchants 
who have been known to ship cargo by 
steamers, A regular line of steam veusols 
would placo merchants at Pakhol in an 
independent position, and wou'd soon out 
short the monopoly of the catrying trade 
now enjoyed by owners of junka. 

7.—1 ‘attach a diagram showing the 
amount of tonnage, in Foreign and Native 
built vessels, that has been entered during 
the period ‘contained betwoen the yoars 
1867 to 1877, inclusive. I purposely com- 
mence with 1807 as that was tho first year 
in which this Government kept a record of 
the junk trade. . 

8.—The diagram will show at a glance 
that, while the years 1867, 1868 and 1869 
were periods of depression, there was & 
stcady increase for the three following 
yeara: and that for the years 1873 and 
1874 there was ogain a decrease, since when 
the tonnage of al’ classes of vessels has 
steadily risen until it has reached its 
present range of 29,869 vessels measuring 
4 244,543 tons, with a total of 441,972 
seamen, ‘These numbers consist of vessels 
arriving from Ports outside the Colony, 
and do not include the local traffic between 
the villages of the Colony and tho City of 
Victoria. 

9,—It is only by consulting the summary 
in Return XV. that a correct notion can 
be formed of the vast traffic of thin Colony. 
That return shows that a grand total of 
67,061 vessels measuring 8,594,548 tons, 
with crews numbering 978,965, have been 
on the move in this port during the year. 
These vessels havo not only carried thelr 
cargoes and crews, but have assisted in the 
trausport of 1,329,404 Ohlinese passengers, 
and this traffic is irrespective of the many 
steam-lqunches which ply in the watera of 
the Colony, conveying passengers of whom 
without very great additional trouble no 
record could be kept. — 

10,—His Excellency the Governor in a 
conversation with me touched on the 
desirability-of keeping a rogord of the value 
of the Imports and Exports of the Colony, 
I have made inquiries’ on the point, and 
with regard to Singaporo~-a free Port, like 
Hongkong, but with an Inport aad Export 
Offlec—-I find that in consequence of the 
rapidity with which vossols arrive aud 
leave the Colony, thero is great difficulty:

of His Excellency the Governor. 

EMIGRATION. 

19.—Under this head there has beon 5 
decrease of 6,608 Chinese emigrants, chiefly 
due to the oppcsition shown by the State 
of California to the further introduction of 
Obineao labour into that State. There is a 
decrease of 4,472 on the number emigrating 
to California in 1876. 

9,662 Chinese left Hongkong for San 
Francisco, while'7,130 returned from that 
place during the year. : 

Portland, in Oregon, has however taken 
1,088 Chinese, being an increase of 168 
on 1876. ‘ 

20,—The Government of Queensland 
have passed an act by which the emigra- 
tion of Chinese to that Colony has, sivce 
May last, virtually ceased. The total num- 
ber of Chinese leaving for Cooktown from 
1875 to 1877 inclusive was 20,960, and the 
number of Chinese returaing during the 
game period was 6,193, leaving 14,767, less 
loss from Ordinary casualties.
